City Rate Remains 
Same; County And 
School Rates Up 


Residents of Palm Springs will 
pay almost $1.00 more per $100 
assessed valuation in taxes than 
they did last year, according to 
figures available today. 
W ith the exception of the city 
rate, which rem ains unchanged, 
other rates are up this year, ac­ 
counting for th e increase. 
SCHOOL RATES UP 
The tax 
rate 
for 
the Palm 
Springs high school district will 
be 75 cents for the 1945-46 fiscal 
year as com pared with 68 cents 
last year. The D esert D istrict rate 
w ill be $1.50 per $100 assessed 
valuation, 
compared 
w ith 
78 
cents for 1944-45. 
Villagers w ent to the polls on 
Ju n e 12 to vote for the $1.50 
school tax rate to provide a pay- 
as-you-go fund for needed addi­ 
tions to the school system to meet 
the city’s grow th. 
COUNTY RATE HIGHER 
The county rate was increased 
from $1,53 last year to $1.64 this 
year. County supervisors set the 
new rate last Monday. 
Some sections of the city w ill 
pay slightly m ore than th e antic­ 
ipated $4.90 rate. Those in the 
sanitary district will pay a few 
cents for m aintenance. Trie bond 
issue will be retired O ctober 1, 
but a 16-cent levy has been made 
to operate the system and for 
needed capital outlay.

sion of the base which might af­ 
fect their employment status. 
"At this point it may be said 
without hesitancy that there is 
every indication that the work of 
the Ferrying Division, and this 
installation as a part of the Fer­ 
rying Division, will increase ir­ 
respective of victory. 
The de­ 
sire of the American public and 
the War 
Department 
to return 
overseas personnel and vital sup­ 
plies to our shores as fast as pos­ 
sible create a work load as great 
as our war-time job and second 
in importance to victory itself. 
"Headquarters Air 
Transport 
Command has formally stated as 
a m atter of record that this Com­ 
mand will continue the policy of 
employing civilian personnel and 
replacing military personnel with 
civilian employees wherever the 
duties can be acceptably per­ 
formed by civilians. The employ­ 
ment of civilians is essential in 
order to permit the release of 
military personnel for return to 
civil life. The importance of the 
work to be performed by civilian 
personnel in continuing to carry 
out the mission of the Ferrying 
Division may well be reason for 
pride with each civilian employ­ 
ee of this base. 
“I commend the civilian per­ 
sonnel of this station for the im ­ 
portant contribution each of you 
'has made in making V-J Day a 
reality. Now, let us continue on 
into the months ahead, bending 
our efforts toward training pi­ 
lots who will keep the military 
personnel moving and the sup­ 
ply air lanes open both here and 
abroad.”

Now that gasoline rationing is at an end, blue 
stam ps are no longer needed and the end is in sight 
for m eat and tire rationing, it’s time to take a calm 
look hack over the past three years and give credit 
where credit is due. 
Since May, 1942, a small band of patriotic Vil­ 
lagers, ever-changing here as m en and women 
came and went, have been serving you as volun­ 
teers on the Palm Springs ration board. 
Practi­ 
cally all of them served without pay, as volunteers 
in the w ar effort. 
Their period of service is about ended. 
And 
they should not be allowed to quit without a word 
of praise for their efforts. A lot of us sometimes 
questioned their decisions. But after looking ovei 
what they let us have, we agreed they did their 
best. They were trying to conserve the available 
supply and at the same time, trying to satisfy all 
applicants. 
Looking back over the rationing period, the 
Village can feel grateful for the service given by 
the ration board. While it was in full swing, it was 
a thankless job. 
Now' that it is practically all over, the Village 
should make up for th at and give thanks to William 
A. Lippman, and his staff who did their best to help 
us and a t the same time, help the w ar effort. 


Are Heroes Already Forgotten? 


Like a voice crying in the wilderness was th at 
of Gabriel H eater in a recent broadcast, when he 
asked for consideration of the men who have serv­ 
ed in this war. 
In the halls of Congress, in daily newspapers, 
and on the radio, it has been reconversion to peace­ 
time economy, jobs or a $25 a w eek dole for w ar 
workers throwm out of jobs; but scarcely a word 
about the men who have been asked to sacrifice 
so much in this war—the men in uniform. 
The 
only thing that has been said is the offer of a mere 
pittance when they are discharged — enough to 
clothe them for civilian life. 
The most asinine suggestion th a t has come 
out of Congress is th at of Senator Taft of Ohio, 
who is advocating discontinuance of the draft. It 
seems only fair to us that it should be speeded up 
to let war-weary men in uniform out of the Armed 
Forces as soon as possible and give the others, who 
because they were essential civilians during the 
war and have not been inducted, an opportunity 
for such service. 
Our suggestion would be to reduce the points 
necessary for Army and Navy discharges as rap­ 
idly as this is advisable; and since no men over 26 
are to be inducted, to discharge all enlisted men 
and non-commissioned officers-over this age who 
want to get out of the Armed Forces-or. ¿í^give five 
points toward discharge for each year over the age 
of 26. 
Some will say th at more experienced men are 
needed. 
However, under the point system of dis­ 
charge, there would always be plenty of experi­ 
enced m en in the armed forces; and for th at m at­ 
ter, men were sent into com bat in this w ar with 
only a few months training. Now there will be no 
combat, only policing and adm inistrative duties. 


Fill 'Er Up 


If words can have a sweet taste, the sweetest 
the motorists of this travel-loving State can roll 
over their tongues are being said at ten thousand 
service stations: 
“Fill 'er up!” 
The war’s really over—the road’s open!

out peace betw een the govern­ 
m ent of Chiang K ai-Shek and the 
com m unists. 
The doctor declared th at he 
was of the opinion th a t som e­ 
w here betw een the two extrem e 
political views of the C om m un­ 
ists and the governm ent under 
G eneralissim o 
C h i a n g , 
there 
w ould em erge a united China. 


ALLIES MUST HELP 


"H owever,” Dr. Polyzoides add­ 
ed, “it looks like Russia, England 
and the United States w ill have 
to lend a hand in accom plishing 
this compromise.” 
Once a governm ent in C hina is 
form ed which w ill gain th e con­ 
fidence 
of 
both 
the 
U nited 
States and the w orld, the doctor 
believes, 
the 
vast 
unexplored 
w ealth and n atu ral resources of 
th at country w ill be developed. 
“This 
new 
governm ent 
of 
C hina will need money, supplies, 
heavy m achinery 
and 
m uch of 
our m anufactured products,” said 
the doctor. “W hy,” he added, “the 
harnessing of th e Yangtze river 
alone w ill cost m ore th an a bil­ 
lion dollars and w ill be a project 
far greater than our ow n Ten­ 
nessee Valley A uthority.” 


ADVISES SERVICEMEN 


He cautioned, 
how ever, that 
th e race for this plum w ill large­ 
ly lie betw een th e U nited States 
and Russia. 
“B ut,” he 
pointed 
out, “the 
A m erican’s restless spirit in seek­ 
ing new horizons, which has car­ 
ried them 
ever 
w estw ard, will 
find an outlet in the developm ent 
of China. Learn, you young men 
of America, the history, customs, 
and the language of China if you 
would help perpetuate the 60,­ 
000,000 new jobs economists are 
talking about, for an indefinite 
period of tim e,” he admonished. 


Touching on the w ar in E u­ 
rope, Doctor Polyzoides believes 
th at the United States will nev­ 
er be able to collect any repara­ 
tions from G erm any. 
He feels 
that President T rum an did the 
right thing in allowing the ad­ 
m inistrative governm ent of J a ­ 
pan to 
rem ain 
on 
the throne 
which w as not done in Germany.

through all the way to its complete finish." The Ferrying Division 
of the Air Transport Command fully realises that there is a tre­ 
mendous task of service and supply lo which it w ill continue to de­ 
vote itself. 


Millions of men and m ountains 
Of equipm ent rem ain to be trans­ 
ported and redeployed. The ATC 
will come in for the b u lk of this 
work. The 5th OTU is training 
and providing 
the tw in-engine 
crews w hich are still necessary. 
Evidence of the good it is doing 
can readily be seen w hen crews,

Years Here Blocks Highways, Brings 
Season s Total to Record Figure

Last Saturday’s steady down 
pour was measured at 1.72 inches, 
which coupled with .03 measur­ 
ed on August 2, brought the 
month’s total to 1.75 inches. In 
July .20 of an inch was record­ 
ed, bringing the season’s total to 
1.95 inches against no rain at all 
last year on the same date. 
FIRST IN THREE YEARS 
It was the first measurable 
rain up to August 24 in Palm 
Springs since the 1932-43 season. 
That year the total to the com­ 
parable date was .28 of an inch. 
In 1941, 1.12 inches of rain fell 
in August. 
The storm wreacked havoc on 
the Cathedral City-Palm Springs 
road and the highway was block­ 
ed for several hours as a flood 
poured out of Palm Canyon 
wash. 
Three cars were swept 
from the road, but there were no 
casualties. 
TRAFFIC HALTED 
Police sent an automobile to 
the edge of the flood and warn­ 
ed traffic against attempting to 
go through. During the height of 
the storm, the swirling water 
over the highway was two feet 
deep. 
Harold Lienau and his state 
highway crew were on the job 
shortly after, but from Smoke 
Tree ranch to Araby point, the 
road is still lined with debris 
from the storm, which started 
shortly after midnight Saturday 
morning. 
GENERAL IN SOUTH 
The storm was general in 
Southern California and curtailed 
Greyhound bus travel through 
the city, the road from El Cen­ 
tro being blocked by washed-out 
bridges. El Centro busses were 
routed through San Diego, and 
as a result bus service from the 
Village to Los Angeles was lim­ 
ited to 
schedules coming via 
Phoenix and the local bus sched­ 
ule.Afterm ath of the storm was 
still being felt at the California 
Division of Highways station on 
North Palm Canyon drive. Un­ 
der direction of Mr. Lienau, 
crews have been working day 
and night to clear the highway.

"I am in favor of training or preparation which would give 
every boy at least as much knowledge of how to take care of him­ 
self in the field as a good Boy Scout has today,” Congressman John 
Phillips wToie in an open letter to everyone who wrote or wired 
him or signed a petition on the subject of "Compulsory Training" 
and to all newspapers in the 22nd Congressional District. 
“This was one of the subjects, 
under the difficult conditions of 
this session, which I had to set 
aside for later attention," Mr. 
Phillips wrote. ‘‘I think it will be 
before a regular committee by 
late fall or next year. The special 
committee, of which Mr. Wood- 
rum was the chairman, issued a 
report the other day.

“I am in favor of training or

I 
have leaned towards two summer 
camps with drill and special 
studies for the intervening school 
year, during which the school 
work could also be given. It is 
significant that the young men 
and women, who are in this war, 
and who come to my office in 
Washington to talk to me, are 
unanimously in favor of military 
training, and favor the full year, 
out of school, proposal of the 
original May bill. 
“If we should have another 
world war, I do not w ant my vote 
to have made it possible again to 
send young 
men into ^combat 
with a few weeks training, and 
without adequate knowledge of 
the equipment they m ust use, and 
without the simple principles of 
field care, sanitation and organ­ 
ization. 
“What does all this add up to 
in the discussion of “military 
training?’ I do not know. I look 
forward to the hearings and dis­ 
cussions in the fall. Since the 
first and only step, so far in Con­ 
gress, has been the enclosed re­ 
port, I thought you m ight like to 
have a copy. I am always glad to 
have opinions of the folks at 
home on this or any other sub­ 
ject, and I thank you for the let­ 
ters on military training already 
written me.”

$874,313,000 Paid 
Under Social 
Security Act in State 
Marking the tenth “birthday” 
of the Social Security Act, Rich­ 
ard M. Neustadt, regional direc­ 
tor for the Social Security Board 
at San Francisco, announced to­ 
day that payments under the act 
in California amounted to $874,­ 
313,000 up to January 1, 1945. 
The payments go to retired 
workers and 
their dependents, 
the survivors of deceased work­ 
ers, the unemployed and the 
needy. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
While unemployment insurance 
payments have been at low ebb 
during the defense and war pe­ 
riods, a total of $233,559,000 has 
been paid out in California since 
benefit payments were started in 
January, 1945. Benefit payments 
are slightly on the rise at the mo­ 
ment. due principally to cut­ 
backs, and a further considerable 
increase is expected during re­ 
conversion. 
At peak, in March 1940, weekly 
payments were paid to 114,455 
workers who were unemployed 
through no fault of their own. 
The low mark was established in 
November 1943, when only 4,249 
drew benefits in an average 
week. 
While employment was at 
war-time levels, the state fund 
has increased until it amounted 
on January 1, 1945, to $624,141,­ 
000. This is enough to pay 72.1 
per cent of employed workers at 
the average rate of $13.22 a week 
for the maximum number of 
weeks, 23. The national average 
is 71.1 per cent. 
OLD-AGE AND SURVIVORS 
Though the present provisions 
for family-wide protection un­ 
der old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance are only about five and one- 
half years old, this insurance sys­ 
tem is expected eventually to 
pick up the bulk of the long­ 
term load now carried through 
public assistance programs, Mr. 
Neustadt said. Similarly, he add­ 
ed, the unemployment insurance 
program for some years has 
stood as a bulwark between fam­ 
ilies 
and 
destitution during 
short-term periods of unemploy­ 
ment. 
The first monthly benefits un­ 
der the old-age and survivors in­ 
surance program were paid in 
California in April 1940. By the 
end of 1940, 14,800 men, women 
and children were on the rolls 
for $293,000 each month in ben­ 
efits. By the end of 1944, the 
number had increased to 75,200 
and the monthly amount of ben­ 
efits to $1,426,000. 


Village Minister 
Witnesses Wild 
Peace Celebration 
Dr. John Robertson Macartney, 
pastor of Community Church, ar­ 
rived in San Francisco during the 
height of that city’s victory cele­ 
bration a week ago Tuesday, and 
in letters to friends here, said he 
had never seen anything like it 
before, or imagined anything 
like it. 
DESCRIBES SCENE 
“The air was full of flying pa­ 
per. It was bedlam with shriek­ 
ing sirens and auto horns, crash­ 
ing of plat glass windows, dash­ 
ing fire trucks, ambulances, po­ 
lice cars, a swirling mass of hu­ 
manity, literally thousands of 
white caps. Whiskey bottles ev­ 
erywhere, buckets of water pour­ 
ed from upper floors of build­ 
ings upon the mad throng, every 
woman on the streets being kiss­ 
ed, some willingly, others trying 
to break away,” he wrote. ‘‘Stag­ 
gering sailors took charge of 
traffic, motioning cars to come 
on from all directions, even po­ 
lice cars, creating a traffic snarl 
in no time.” 
He described smashing of win­ 
dows and looting of stores, hotel 
lobbies stripped of fixtures, in­ 
toxicated civilians and sailors ev­ 
erywhere. 
UNTIL RIOT CALL 
Cabs were not to be had, hav­ 
ing been called in because of the 
wild celebration. Dr. Macartney 
and his daughter finally reached 
their hotel by walking ten blocks 
through the mobs and finally get­ 
ting a street car. All Tuesday 
nignt the celebration continued, 
and on into Wednesday, until the 
riot call was sounded, and police, 
MPs and SPs cleared the streets. 
Dr. Macartney wrote that Mrs. 
Macartney was expected to 101 
them in San Francisco, and that 
they would go to the Proctor 
ranch near Healdsburg a few 
days before returning south. 


County Tax Rale 
Announced As $1.64; 
Budget, $3,663,410 
The board of supervisors at 
their meeting Monday, adopted 
the final budget for the 1945-46 
fiscal year calling for a total of 
$5,343,701 and setting the gener­ 
al tax rate at $1.64 per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation. 
Of the total budget, $3,663,410 
is available without current tax 
levy, leaving $1,680,291 to be 
raised by taxes on property. 
The figure for the general 
county tax rate represents an in­ 
crease of 11 cents over last year’s 
rate of $1.53. The rate for the fis­ 
cal year 1943-44, however, was 
$1.66. 
Higher operating and m ainte­ 
nance costs in m ost departments 
of county government, salary in­ 
creases and necessity for provid­ 
ing funds for the county’s newly 
inaugurated retirem ent system 
were responsible for the increas­ 
ed tax rate, officials said. 


Still Need For 
Salvaged Fats 
Serious drop in production of 
salvaged fats by Southland kitch­ 
ens was reported today by the 
War Production Board, w ith July 
collections showing a decline of 
more than 13% from the June 
figures. 
EM ward B. Zane, WPB salvage 
chief, termed the poor showing 
"extremely disappointing, since 
the outlook continues for short­ 
ages of fats and oils for some 
time to come.” 
Dipping below its quota for the 
first time in months, Southern 
California turned in only 574,186 
pounds of salvaged fats, as 
against 658,276 pounds in June. 
Percentagewise, the July record 
was 91.6% of quota as against 
105% in the preceding month.
